It Is New Thought England Will Arbi- 
trate’ Before the Commission 
. Makes Its Report. 


CHICAGO, III., March 18.—A special dia- 
patch from Washington, D. C., says: 

The members of the Venezuelan Bound- 
ary ‘Commission. have informally concluded 
that Great Britain’s case is untenable, and 
that Venezuela's claim is a just one. 

Unless some new facts come to light, this 
will be the nature of their decision... In the 
negotiations: which have been going on be- 
tween the Washington and London Gov- 
ernments, it is stated that some weeks ago 
Lord Salisbury showed a disposition to at- 
tempt settlement of the Venezuelan. di- 
culty by negotiation with the United States, 
He had already endeavored to make terms 
with Venezuela on a money basis and 
failed, President n. rejecting his propo- 
sition. 

Lerd Salisbury then intimated to the Uni- 
ted States his willingness to permit the dis- 
pute to go to arbitration, so far as the 
boundary line is concerned, but insisted that 
the question as to what was to become of 
the interests of British settlers in the dis- 
puted territory and what is known as the 
settled districts’’ was to be left as a subject 
of future discussicn. This proposal was 
not accepted, however. President Cleve- 
land and Secretary Olney declined to rec- 
ommend to Venezuela any plan of arbitra- 
tion which did not include the whole sub- 
ject and provide for settlement of all the 
points at issue. This Government replied 
with a suggestion that Great Britain agree 
to place before the arbitraticn tribunal the 
whole question, so that in case the verdict 
should be against England the settlers and 
miners now operating under Jicense from 
the Britsh Crown would become subject 
to the laws of Venezuela. 

President Cleveland was firm in his in- 
sistance that if the terr‘tery rightfully be- 
longed to Venezuela, all licenses, privi- 


ses and contracts belonged’ to her also. 


Te the that the United States 
would recommend .arbitration on these 
terms, Lord Salisbury has as yet made no 
reply. 

U nc cia! intimations, however, have been 
received, that England expects ultimately to 
submit the question to arb‘tration, the 
only obstaele in the way being as to the 
disposition of the British settlers in case 
the decision should be adverse to the Eng- 
lish clatm. It will be at once seen that 
this is a formidable obstacle, 
People have been induced to settle in the 
disputed territory under the impression that 
they were under the British flag and sub 
ject to British laws. They are naturally | 
disinclined to, be forced to recognize Vene- | 
zuelan authority.

Ward discounted notes at the First National 
Bank, purporting to be signed by S. C. Toof 
and J. L. Wellford and himself. One note 


was for $2,500, and President Schulte gave 
him a cashier’s check instead of the money. 
Ward presented the check at the Continent- 
al Bank, indorsed by himself. Toof and Well- 
ford, and the check came to the First Na- 
tional indorsed by the Continental. Toof 
and Wellford deny their signatures, and 
now the First National seeks to hold the 
Continental responsible for the money, it 
having indorsed the check when presenting 
it for collection. A similar Buit on a note 
for $2,600 is filed Against the ‘Union and 
Planters’ Bank.

The Newfoundland Decision. 


To the Editor of The Post-Dispatch. 


It was with a great deal of interest I at- 
tended the dog show yesterday and watched 
for hours the experience and ability shown 

Miss Whitney in judging the various 
Classes of St. Bernards, Newfoundlands and 
shepherds. Very little objection could be 
made to her selection of the various dogs 
entitled to priges, but I am clearly of the 
opinion that she erred most grievously in 
judging the Newfoundland class. Three 
dogs and a bitch were entered in the open 
class, and Miss Whitney awarded the prem- 
lum to a dog and a bitch, both exhibited by 
a breeder from Omaha, while in the judg- 
ment of nearly every person acquainted wit 
this breed of dogs, the two entered by the 
local exhibitor were clearly entitled to both 
prizes. While it is true that one of the dogs 
entered by the Omaha exhibitor outpointed 
the two local dogs in weight, size and coat, 
(that is to say, if the curly haired dog is to 
be barred from such contests,) yet the others 
clearly outpointed him in every other parti- 
cular, and more especially in shape of head, 
symmetry of body, * of movement, in- 
telligence and general appearance, 

Having raised Newfoundland dogs a num- 
ber of years ago, and being very much in- 
terested in the breed, I took occasion to in- 
quire why it was that the two dogs entered 
by the local exhibitor were not awarded a 
premium, and wag told that it was because 
of the fact that those éntered by the Oma- 
ha breeder had longs wavy hair, while the 
hair of those shown by the local exhibitor 


was short and curly, and for this reason it 


was supposed that the latter were not full 
bred Newfoundlands. If this was the point 
upon which Miss Whitney predicated her de- 
cision, in my judgment she was clearly in 
error. No one can read the history of the 
Newfoundland dogs and become familiar 
with their breed and characteristics, and 
not know that there are two classes of 
Newfoundlands, just as there are two 
classes of St. Bernards. In the latter we 
have short and long-haired St. Bernards, 
and in the Newfoundland class we have 
straight and curly-haired Newfoundlands. 
It is just as reasonable to rule out the 
short-haired St. Bernard in an open class 
as it is to rule out the curly-haired New- 
foundland, and for this reason I think that 
if Miss itney predicated her judgment 
of these dogs upon the fact that * 
had straight or wavy hair, while the other 
had curly, she committed a most egregious 
blunder. Every standard authority I have

The Joneses were possessed of ungoverna- 
ble temper, and they all figured in many 
desperate fights. The old man, Anderson 
Jones, was well known all over the South- 
ern part of Iliinois as Hell Roaring” Jones, 
and it was his boast that he was a “hell 
roarer.“ and could whip any man of his 
years in the region. 

Anderson Jones and his sons had engaged 
in many bloody fights, but it was not until 
1878 that loss of life was laid at their door. 
In the spring of that year Anderson Jones 
then an old man of 60 years, killed his first 
man. Jones and a wealthy farmer named 
Green Trees each owned a race horse. A 
contest of speed had taken place and much 
ill feeling had been -engendergd among the 
sons of Jones and Trees. The men them- 
Selves had always been on friendly terms, 
but each sided with his own sons in the 
controversy. 

They met on the prirci!pal street of Anna 
one afternoon in the spring of 78. A quar- 
rel ensued. Trees drew a revolver and ad- 
vancing on Jones, snapped it twice in his 
face. The revolver missed fire both times. 
Jones stood still and without flinching 
waited till Trees was within reaching dis- 
tance. He had picked up a stone from the 
treat and with the stone in his clinehed 
hand struck Trees a blow on the forehead 
which felled him. 

Trees was carrled to his home and after 
lingering for a short while died. When 19 
was learned that Trees’ injuries were likely 
to terminate fatally Jones left the country 
and remained in hiding for a year or two. 
When he returned na effort was made to ar- 
rest him and he was not tried. 

The first one of the Jones family *% die 
was the eldest son, Bill, He was killed in a 
Saloon at Jonesboro in April, 1883, and the 
wound that caused his death was inflicted 
by the hand of his father. The old man was 
addicted to drink and while intoxicated the 
father and son engaged in a drunken quar- 
rel. Bill made a statement which the old man 
@enounced as a lie, Bill resented the insin- 
uation by grabbing a whisky jug and break- 
ing it over his father’s head. Blind with 
nter, Anderson Jones reached for his knife 
and dealt a number of vicious blows. The 
gon ijved but a few hours. The Coroner's 
jury decided that the old man had acted in 
self-defense and he was not indicted. 


Six months later death overtook

Calvin Jones, the youngest son, was next 
o go, and, like his father, his boots were 
on when he gave up the ghost. Three years 
later, in May of 1886, Cal was working in a 
faw-mill at Alto Pass, Union Count. He 
had been there a few months and had fallen 
in love with a girl, who had already be- 
trothed herself to a young man named 
Crews. Jones was insanely jealous and 
hated Crews most cordially. On a number of 
occasions he had igsulted Crews and had 
endeavored to provoke a fight. Crews, how- 
ever, did not relish a fight with him, and 
always avoided an encounter. 


One night, however, the two men met. 
Jones’ taunts became unbearable and 
Crews drew a revolver and fired, killing 
Jones instantly.

was favorably reported from the Committee 
on Public Improvemgnts and was considered 
and amended in eémmittee of the whole 
on — two evenings mentioned. 

The ordinance sets out by striking out 
Fection 604 of Ordinance No. 17,188, approved 


the following: 

‘All wires, tubes or cables conducting or 
transmitting electricity along or across any 
Street, alley or public place of the City of 
St. Louis, which are to be placed above the 
surface of the ground shall be secured and 
placed in such manner as the Board of 
Public Improvements may prescribe.” 

The succeeding sections declare no tubes 
or cables cn nee electricity shall after 
the Ist of July, 1900, be placed above the sur- 
face within the area bounded by the Mis- 
Sissippi river and Wash, Twénty-second 
and Spruce streets, and fix the penalty for 
infringing this provision.

Poles and wires of street car companies 


Persons or corporations four months af ter 
the approval of the ordinance who wish to 
place cables or wires under the streets, al-

mension and so on of the intended conduits, 
ducts, manholes and other appurtenances. 

The Board of Public Improvements is em- 
powered to fix the limitations of the work, 
the character of construction and other de- 
ta.is, and shall include in the plan stich 
ducts, ete., as the city may require for its 
own use; and such ducts, etc., as-the city 
may require for its own use.are to be main- 
tained and constructed by the parties receiv- 
ing the permit and are to be used by the 
city free of charge. 

Advertisement is to be made by the Board 
of Public Improvements for a period of 
thirty days, not earlier than five months 
after the approval of this ordinance, and 
this notice shall specify certain days on 
which conduit construction shall be consid- 
ered and inform all parties interested to 
appear with plans and details of the im- 
provements they desire to make. 

Corporations and persons who fail to com- 
ply with this requirement will be barred 
from constructing conduits, etc., within the 
downtoWn area already described, but shall 
not be excluded from permission to con- 
struct conduits outside such territory. 

All parties to whom such privileges are 
granted by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments shall file @ penal bond of $50,000 with 
the City Register before being allowed to 
proceed with the work. 

To the city is reserved the right to pur- 
chase at any time any or all the conduits 
or ducts constructed under authority from 
the city and the method of proceeding to 
exercise this right is succinctly defined in 
section 604 J of the ordinance, All owners 
of conduits failing to keep the in the 
state of repair prescribed by the Board 
of Public Improvementg shall forfeit their 
bond to the city. 

The Board shall have at all times the 
right to inspect, superintend; control, such 
conduits, and have them ch ed or al- 
tered when public policy demands without 
entailing any expense on the city for such 
changes or alterations, 

Where two corporations are granted per- 
mission to lay wires in the same trench the 
board can apportion the proportion which 
each must pay, an ll parties who tear 
up. streets or alleys in putting in conduits 
will be required to replace the same sur- 
face conditions that existed prior to the 
commencement of the work. 

All permits under the ordinance will be- 
come void unless work is begun within 60 
days from the date of the issuance of the 
permit. ; 

A further amendment in addition to those 
already summarized was added during the 
Council meeting Tuesday. It makes the life 
of the conduit bill expire in 1921, at which 
time all franchises existing under it are 
purchasable under certain conditions by th 
city.

given passing mention. The council w ch 
has been investigating the charges against 
Dr. Brown for the past month late bast 
night made public its report. After re- 
citing the reason for the calling of the 


co il the report says: 
We have . the following conclu- 
judgment 


sions: : 
1. That all the charges in our 
may be grouped under the two questions: 
Did Rev. C. O. Brown commit adultery with 
Mrs. M. A. Stockton or Miss Martha A. 
Overman? Has he been guilty of any con- 
duct seriously affecting his ministerial char- 
acter? 

2. That touching the first of these two 
questioris we are able to make answer that 
the evidence before us does not sustain the 
charge of adultery with either Mrs. Stock- 
ton or Miss Overman. 

3. That touching the question of unminis- 
terial conduct we find in Dr. Brown certain 
constitutional infirmities of temper in the 
light of which his actions must be judged 
and which to some extent modify our opin- 
ion of his conduct so that in one case where 
the use of harsh and intimidating language 
is charged against him an apology followed 
* quickly that we do not further notice 

t. 
In another case, while the menacing and 
intimidating language used was not justi- 
fied it.was the speech of an angry man, but 
in the case of a young lady of the purest 
character and the highest worth who was 
herself threatened with a fearful charge 
because she had opposed the pastor, We 
find his conduct to have vidlated all rules 
which should control the actions of a gen- 
tleman and a Christian minister, and we 
censure him for it, while we gladly recog- 
nize the kindly and manly words of appre- 
clation and reparation offered by him to the 
young lady in our midst. 

We should be glad to add to this verdict 
that the various facts in the case so far as 
ascertained have not left a trace of suspic- 
ion in our minds concerning the hitherto 
stainless reputation of this honored min- 
ister of the gospel. But we are regretfully 
compelled to confess that Dr. Brown's ex- 
planation for the reasons in his mind for 
the payment to Mrs. Davidson of the sum of 
$500 and agreeing to pay the further sum of 
$35 per month for a series of years, all for 
the purpose of securing the silence of a 
supposed Mrs. Baddin, is not altogether 
satisfactory to us; and that Miss Overman’s 
testimony as to having changed certain let- 
ters known, as the Overman-Tunnell letters, 
which contained the chief — eae 
elements of this case, has been impaire 
seriously by confessed falsehood previously 
told concerning the same matter, while a 
strange and apparently significant absence 
from the city of the receiver of the letters 
has added to our embarrassment in the ef- 
forts to ascertain the truth 
While we have felt compelled to condemn 
the acts now specified in our brother’s 
conduct, it is our hope and prayer that the 
sharp lesson of recent months may be. ta- 
ken to heart by him and that in conse- 
quence his future years may be more fruit- 
ful than any in the past. It is especially our 
earnest hope that in the painful and di- 
vided condition in which this experience has 
left this loved and honored church, both 
he and its members may be led to such a 
fair understanding of their duty to each 
other and to the divine Master that the 
unity of the spirit the bond of 
peace may be preserved here in the whole 
sisterhood of the churches. .

Nebraska to See Him. 


NEW YORK, March 18.—Thomas A. Ed- 
ison had a visit from a remarkable crank 
at his home in Orange, N. J., last night.

VANDALISM AT HARVARD. 


The Art Museum Made the’ Object of 
Somebody’s Displeasure. 


CAMBRI DGE, Mass., March 18.—The new 
Fogg Museum of Art is the object of the 
latest vandalism at Harvard. On the front 
of the building there appears in large crim- 


son painted letters, “Norton's Pride.“ 
Charles Eliot Norton, who is professor and 
head of the fine arts department, has at dif- 
ferent times expressed disapprobation of the 
new building. 

As a climax to this work twelve large, live 
rats were by some means placed in the lec- 
ture room of the art museum, and great ex- 
citement resulted in consequence among the 
400 students who had assembled for the 
morning lecture.

Dr. Emmens Obtains Cathode Rays 
From the Ordinary Sunbeam. 


NEW YORK, March 18.—Stephen H. Em- 
mens of this city asserts that he has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining X rays from the ordi- 
nary sunbeam!’ and has taken excellent 
pictures therewith. He has also, he be- 
lieves, succeeded in reflecting the X rays, 
which heretofore have been considered im- 
possible of reflection. This opens up a re- 
markable field, for this means that the 
rays oan be concentrated and, with proper 
apparatus, can be used to produce photo- 
graphs, instead of mere shadowgraphs, as 
at present. 

Dr. Emmens has found what he believes 
to be the X ray in absolute darkness, and 
has caught its effect on a sensitive plate. 
His experiments convince him that the X 
ray is as universal as gravity itself, that 
there is co-relation between it and other 
forms of radical energy and that it may 
be changed, under proper conditions, into 
those other forms. He is now trying to 
turn the X rays into ordinary light, and 
if he succeeds, wonders may be worked 
later. It may be possible to light a dark 
room by using the waste radiant energy 
of the boiling teakettle or the ordinary 
radiator, or by Collecting and turning into 
oxdinaty light the X rays of the darkness 
tself. |
